Henry Wadsworth Longfellow was born at 
Portland.

He at first entered his father’s 
office to study law, but soon Abandoned it te 
take the Prefessorship of Modorn Lafguages 
and Literature in Bowdoin, vith the privilege of 
omg abroad for purposes of study. He was 
absent in Europe three years, and upon 
bis return filled bis Professors chair five 
years. During this time he wrote Several brfet 
fugitive poems, and also published bis Outre 
Mer.“ In 1835 be suceeeded Mr. Ticknér as Pro- 
fessor of Modern Languages and Belies-Lettves 
at Harvard University, and teid the position 
until 1854, enriching these years with

and greatly increasing the dignity of Americas | 
letters at home and abroad, so that he ultimate- 
ly received distinguished honors, not only from 
Harvard, but from the great Euglish universt- 
ties of Cambridge and Oxford, which have rare 
ly recognized American literary tri umphs. 

He resigned his 8 at Harvard in 
1454, Dut continued reside in Cambridge in 
the quaint bat beau old house familiarly 
known as Washington's beadquarters, Wien 
has been the literary Mecca of this country.

The Celes- 
tials will continue to seil our traders all 
the tea, silk, and firecrackers which it is pos- 
sible to induce them to buy at the highest 
prices that the cunning Mongolian merchants 
can exact from them. The passage of the 
bill stopping the traffic in coolies by the *‘ Six 
Companies”’ of Chinese exporters will not 
affect the trade rélations of the two countries 
one dollar. The Chinese will continue as 
heretofore to purchase almost nothing from 
us. And we, as heretofore, will continue to 
purchase whatever firecrackers, raw silk, and 
teas we need from them, and pay for the 
same in silver coin, as we always have done. 
The Australians have recently forbidden the 
introduction of ceolies into the British colo- 
nies of that great island; and that fact has 
not led the Chinese Government to prohibit 
commerce either with Great Britain er Aus- 
tralia. Trade goes on just as briskly as be- 
fore the interdiction of the coolies. The Eu-

WHISKY-TAX YS. FREE SCHOOLS. 

When Gen. Logan introduced his bill ap- 
propriating the revenue derived from spir-. 
ituous liquors, say to the amount of fifty or 
sixty millions of dollars annually, to be ap- 
portioned among the States for edueatibnal 
purposes, there was an immense clamor of 
opposition raised. Eren some of the 
“eorpses”’ of the Democratic party lifted up 
their voices at the recent Iroquois funeral in 
this eity and wept ever the degeneracy 
‘which would taxa distillery to establish a 
free school. An ordinarily intelligent tho 
pragmatic’ paper in Springfield, Mass., 
makes the bill an occasion for criticising the 
„ exudity of Logan’s notions,” because 
the bill proposes to appropriate money de- 
rived specificaly.from the tax on spirits 
instead of the money generally in the Treas- 
ury. This objection is quite trifling and 
purely sentimental. When this bill was pro- 
posed there was auother measure before 
Congress, and that was te repeal the tax on 
whisky and donate it to the liquor-dealers, 
on the ground tliat the Government did 
not need the money, having enough revenne 
without it. The form in which Gen. Logan’s 
bill was proposed was intended to antago- 
nize this repeal of a -specific tax by propos- 
ing a specific use for it; and, that the coun- 
try might directly understand the point in- 
volved, present the alternative of voting 
$60,000,000 of annual revenue as a present 


or bounty to the dealers and manufacturers 


of whisky or voting the same sam to the 
support of schools in the several States. 

If the tax-on spirits be repealed, there wil! 
be no surplus revenue for schools; the repeal! 
of that tax would be a direct gratuity to those 
engaged in the sale of liquor; to appropriute 
the money for National education would be 
to find the most-beneticial of all uses for the 
surplus revenue, There does not seem to 
have been much erudity in this form of pre- 
senting the one proposition as an alternative 
to the other. infact, the form in which the 
question was presented brought both sides 
directly before the public in a clear and in- 
telligent manner.

THE PENALTY OF A WEAK ran 
POLICY. 


Mr. Blaine’s criti¢ism of the foreign policy 
of the present Administration contained in 
the interview printed by a Wash pa- 
per is not merely caustic, but so e ex- 
poses the weakness of Secretary Frelinghuy- 
sen’s position, fully indorsed apparently by 
President Arthur, that it is likely to arrest 
the attention of the country. Mr. Blaine, as 
Secretary of State, had a well-defined for- 
eign policy which he was prepared to urge 
with the firmness becoming a great Govern- 
ment like the United States. Incidental to 
this policy he teok the position that the 
United States could not afford to look with 
indifference upon the destruction of one of 
the South American Republics by another 
and stronger Power, especlally when the lat- 
ter had the- moral and moneyed assist- 
ance. of Great Britain, whose right 
to interfere in American affairs Mr. 
Blaine was disposed to resent. In fur- 
therance of his policy, Mr. Blaine, with 
the assent of the President, dispatched 
Mr. Trescott as a Speciat Envoy to South 
America, and empowered him to exercise the 
good offices of the United States Government 
as & means to preserve the autonomy of 
Peru and restrain Chili from imposing terms 
that would be tantamount to confiscation. 
When Mr. Frelinghuysen came into office 
he was determined to relapse into the usual 
indifference and incompetence of the Amer- 
ican State Department, and President Arthur 
was willing to humor Frelinghuysen as he 
had humored Blaine, having for his part 
little knowledge and less concern about the 
matter. But Mr. Frelinghuysen was not pre- 
pared to assert his do-notiiing policy with 
the same beldness which had marked Mr. 
Blaine's active policy. Minister Trescott 
was allowed to proceed, but at the same time 
his mission was made purposeless by new 
instructions to the effect that he should not 
seek in any way to influence the terms of 
peace. Had Mr. Trescott been recalled 
there would have been an avowed reversal 
of the Blaine policy; but having been per- 
mitted to proceed with his hands tied the 
United States Government is placed in the 
awkward position of having approved the 
outrageous conditions which Chill, under 
English dictaflon and backed by English 
money, has inflicted upon Peru. 

Mr. Blaine charges epenly that England is 
a partaer with Chili in the spoliation of Pera 
which has been begun. Certainly Eugiand’s 
traditional foreign policy warrants such a 
theory. A war indenmity of $20,000,000 has 
been exacted by Chill. and meanwhile Chill 
has possessed itself ot all the resources of 
Peru in order to render the payment thereof 
simply impossible. In other words, Chili 
and Great Britain have seized the riches of 
Peru—the nitrates and guanos—and have 
been encouraged to do so by the formal as- 
surance, conveyed from Secretary Freling- 
huysen through Special Envey Trescott, that 
the United States Goverhment would not in- 
terfere in any way. So confident did Chili 
become as soon as Mr, Blaine's instructions 
to Minister Trescott were revoked by Sec- 
retary-Frelinghuysen that it did not await a 
completion of the negotiations and ratifica- 
tion of the terms for peace, but immediately 
proceeded to advertise 1,000,000 tons of guano 
for sale, to be extracted from the guano-beds 
of Peru, and agreed te deposit 50 per cent of 
the spoils in the Bank of England. The En- 
glish will not merely share the proceeds of 
the spoliation of Peru, but will enjoy the ex- 
clusive profits of the handling and carrying 
of the products, and thus establish a suprem- 
acy over the future trade of South America. 

But there is a broader consideration than 
the temporary commercial advantage which 
is involved in the South American Jasco. 
Here was a proper opportunity for a prac- 
tical assertion of the principles of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. Here was a fitting occasion 
to make an application of the theory that the 
United States has a predominant interest in 
the affairs of the Amerigan Continent. Here 
was a chance to win respect and com- 
mand the confidence of ail the American 
Governments. “For American interests,” 
as Mr. Blaine says, it was an opportunity 
of a century, and it was blindly sacrificed.” 
It has involved not merely a commercial lose, 
but also the loss of prestige. If this oppor- 
tunity has been sacrificed through fear of 
war with Chili, the motive was as silly as it 
was craven. There was at no time the sma!!- 
est danger of war. “Weare too big to make 
war on Chili, and Chili is too small to make 
war on us,“ is the way Mr. Blaine puts the 
case, and that sums it up very fairly. The 
whole case was one of moral influence, but 
it required moral courage to exercise it. Mr. 
Blaine had that courage, and if Garfield had 
lived and Blaine remained at the head of the 
State Department the United States Govern- 
ment would have achieved full reeognition 
of its preéminence in American affairs. Mr. 
Frelinghuysen lacked the courage and Presi- 
dent Arthur lacked the information neces- 
sary to a proper understandmg of the sitna- 
tion. The result is commercial sacrifice and 


political humiliation.

China now feels herself strong enough to put 
a stop to Japanese aggressions and to demand 
reparation for past oytrages. 

The principal grievance which has at last 
aroused thé Chinese is the assertion of sov- 
erelguty over the Loo Choo Islands by the 
Japanese and the forcible deposing of their 
King, to which has recently been added the 
seizure of a group of smaller islands near 
by which have always been claimed by 
China. For twelve hundred years the Loo 


jects of China. ‘They have aided her in her 
wats, have paid tribute to her, speak her 
language, aud have adopted her customs, and 
have as clearly belonged to China as Long 
Island belongs to the United States. The 
Satsuma’ Princes of Japan, however, for 
years, by reason of their coutrol of the Loo 
Choo trade, claimed a sort of suzerainty over 
the islands, which did not interfere, how- 
ever, with the payment of their customary 
tribute to China. When, however, the pres- 
ent Dainiio, felt that he was strong 

enough with his powerful navy and the Im- 
proved arms of his land forces to seize the 
islands, the case was changed, for the last 
vestige of responsibility to China disap- 
peared. The Japanese invaded the islands, 
carried off their King, puta garrison in the 
Capital and a fleet in its harber—in other 
words, annexed it, The tribute to China 
then ceased, and the last hold of China upon 
them was broken. 

This happened three years ago. That 
China did not immediately compe! Japan to 
relinquish her hold upon them and restore 
them to their proper authority was because 
she was not strong enough. But she has not 
been idle in these three years. Her land 
ferces have been greatly strengthened, as 


Was shown in her recent operations in the 


vicinity of Khuldja, and have been armed 
with modern weapons and Krupp guns. Her 
fleet has been increased in numbers and 
power by fifteen or twenty gunbeats and 
ironclads constructed in England by Sir 
George Armstrong, some of which are among 
the most powerful vessels afloat. Ler flect 
now ts not only stronger than the Japanese, 
but would not make a bad showing among 
the European fieets, and what its real 
strength is may be inferred from her 
sailing 
craft for every letter in the Greek alfabet. 
She is now, therefore, in a position to talk 
and act, and she has commenced talking by 
presenting her ultimatum to Japan, which is 
simply that Japan shall get out of Loo Choo 
and other Chinese possessions and keep out, 
give indemnity for the past and guaranty 
for the fature. This will be a bitter pill for 
Japan, and she may not choose to swallow 
it, In such a case the war may be a terrible 
one, but there can be no doubt as to the re- 
sult. Upon the sea Japan cannot hope to 
overcome a largely superior fleet. Upon the 
land it is idle for thirty millions of people to 
imagine that they can overcome three hun- 
dred millions, especially when the larger 
‘number is equally as well armed as the 
smaller. The Japanese would do well to te- 
memder Gen. Grant’s advice to them, and 
keep out of a war with China by settling the 
matters at issue between them peaceably or 
letting them out to arbitration.

It looks as 
though the Iowa delegation as a Whole 
opposed the passage in order to save Kasson 
from the rather dangerous position of stand- 
ing alone. Itis very certain that if the Six 
Com panies had scattered 14,000 or 20,000 Mon- 
golian serfs a few months ago thraughout 
the State of Iowa, with a couple of thou- 
sand in Des Moines, and a thousand or more 
in Dubuque, in Cedar Rapids, in Burlington, 
in Davenport, in lou City, in Council 
Biaffs, Keokuk, and soon in the principal 
towns, the Iowa delegation would have been as 
unanimous In supporting the bill as it was in 
condemning it in the absence of these condi- 
tious.

A Score or More of Works Brief- 


The Horse in Motion. 

Some people may perhaps remember aneat 
little anecdote which went the rounds of 
the press some time ago, detailing an inter- 
view between the French painter Meisson- 
nier and Gov. Stanford, of California. The 
two gentlemen had some dispute as to the 
accuracy of one of the former’s paintings of 
a horse in motion. The Governor finally 
produced a score or more of photographs 
which had been taken for him showing the 
different positions of the horse in the walk, 
gallop, and trot, after which Meissonnier ac- 
knowledged that he had been all his life in 
error and his hard study had been practically 
time wasted. A largeand handsome volume, 
consisting mainly of plates, with an exp! ana 
tory text, has been prepared by Dr. J. D. B. 
Stillman, acting under the directions of Gov. 
Stanford, in which the whole question of 
the horse in motion is analyzed, Studied, and 
reveaied by means of instantaneous pho- 
tography. The idea of the movements of 
the horse’s limbs, as shown by these pictures, 
is quite different from that commonly enter- 
tained. The method of observation was 
somewhat complicated, but is fully explained 
and illustrated. Electricity was used to 
manipulate the cameras, and the time 
of exposure was in some instances 
limited to one-five-thousandth part of | 
a second. When the animal was driven, 
one sulky-wheel passed over the connecting 
wires exposed in a groove; when he was 
running. bis breast severed threadg at every 
2 and in so doing made the electric connec- 

The work is divided into seven chapters. The 
first considers the horse as a machine and dwells 
upon the necessity of understanding its construc- 
tion. The second gives a general account of the 
structures in question; bones, ligameuts, mus- 
cles, tendons, etc. The third chapter is devoted 
to the muscles of the anterior extremity and of 
the shoulder, mechanical points desirable in a 
horse for speed or strength and elements of 
speed. This chapter contains some admirabie 
colored plates. Chapters V. and VL. are devoted 
to analyses of the different paces of horse 
based upon photographs.

The 
author made a journey of 8,000 miles from 
the Ural Mountains to the Pacific. on the 
Obi, Amur, and Ussuri Rivers, which re- 
quired the hire of a thousand horses. He 
visited the hospitals, prisons, and mines, 
lived with the people studied the history, 
geography, and customs of the country. Addi- 
tional interest is given to the volumes by the 
chapter in which Mr. Lanedell describes the 
route rom Ekatarineburg to Irkoutsk,which the 
survivors of the Jeannette will bave to cover. 
Mr. Lansdell was a miasionary and saw every- 
thing in the best possible light, but his work is 
exceedingly entertaining. any mistaken opip- 
ions prevail as to the climate ana people of Si- 
berla. The former is particularly healthy. Of 
the prisoners this author says: 

“As to the crimes of the exiles. they are not 
all political, nor even chieflyso. A large pro- 
portion—4,000 out of 18,000, or say 20 per cent 
of them are charged with no parti@ular offeuse, 
except that they have rendered themselves ob- 
noxious to the community among which they 
lived. If a mao in Russia be idle and drunken, 
will not pay his taxes, nor support his wife and 
family. but leaves these things to be done by 
his neighbors, bis com mune—which may con- 
sist of one or more villages—meect in their mir, 
or village parliament, vote the man a nuisance, 
and adjudge that he be sent, at their expense, 
to Siberia. This judgment is submitted to 
higher autborities, and, unless just cause be 
shown to the contratr , is confirmed. The man 
is then taken to Siberia, not to be imprisoned, 
but to get his living as a colonist. Those sent 
thus by villages, I was told, are chiefly drunk- 
ards. . „ Astranger, however, believes 
every extie who calls himself ‘ tical” may 
easily be misied.

Scientific Uses of the Kiss. 

It is one of the ingenious theories of science 
that all flowers were originally yellow. This 
formula leaves us in a world of conjecture as to 
how Moses made his floral selections, when 
gathering the various tribes of plants for per- 
petuation in the ark. The resolution of the 
problem involves no important principie, so we 
may passtoa more generic phase of this in- 
teresting theory. All colors in the primary con- 
dition, science tals us, were almost uni-hued. 
Yellow seems to bave been the base. Bright 
hues came from the need of the development of 
the species. All flowers that expand into varie- 
gated and bright colors do so by the lawof their 
being. That law invests them with the shades 
that attract the particular insects upon which 
the color of the flower is feds This is the point 
that suggests curious reflections and Analogies. 
The unscientific person is prone to suppose that 
the insect feeds on the flower; but it seems this 
is afailacy. The nutrition is interdependent. 

The delicate red of the rose is engendered by 
the larvee left in its petals. while the industrious 
bee is fillmg his boney reservoir. Flowers, of 
course, are very interesting. A bunch of them 
on a iady’s hair or bosom is a sight of real 
beauty. But why should science devote so 
much care to mere inanimate loveliness, wheu 
there are so many more interesting questions 
that the world would like resvived? If color is 
fed as the scientists tell us, what is the origia of 
the ruby on the lips? Of course the theury of 
the cynical, that purely human alembies pro- 
duce the delicate carmine that poets write about 
with such rapture, cunnot be for a moment con- 
si How can the color of che lips be fed? 
There is no insect known to man that imopree- 
nates the portals of pretty mouths. Ihe idea of 
certain foods bringing about this phenomenon 
must also be re for do we not see daily in 
the satae family lips fed from the very same 
aliments as diverse in color as the noses on our 
fa or the shades of our hair? 

There is but one rationai theoryto accept in 
this in ting dilema. The lip is fed by the 
kiss! bat more natural? Any observant per- 
son may test this by marking the effect produced 
by the encounter of these organs. Sometimes, 
it will be seen. the color of the lips is not only 
enhanced, but the whole face is fed upon this 
exquisit nourishment. Indeed close observers 

witness that the roseate tinge extends 
downward to the neck—proving incontestably 
that the kiss is the scientitic explana don of the 
crimson so much admired on the lips of beauty.

The Gribler Case Fairly Under Way. 

In the Gribler and Patten jury-bribing case, 
on triaf in the Criminal Court before Judge Bar- 
num, the forenoon on was spent in complet- 
ing the jury panel from & special venire. By 
12:30 the last juror, James H. Hirsch, was ac- 
cepted and sworn iu, and court then adjourned 
until 2:30 o'clock.

Upon the convening of court in the afternoo 
Mr. John Lyle King, who represents the Bar As- 
sociation in the prosecution, made a short open- 
ing address to the jury. He presented the case 
in a very fair and impartial light, and made the 
jury distinctly understand that he was not then 
arguing the case, but only acquainting them 
with the main features, in order that they might 
the more readily understand and appreciate the 
evidence as it was given by the various wit- 
nesses. Tampering with a jury bad always been 
an offense at common law. In this State it was 
made a crime, and Was in the statutes ranked 
with bribery. Mr. King then read the statute 
relating tw bribery, under which the 
indictment against Gribier and Pat- 
ten was brought, and — which 
statute a man may upon conviction be sent 
to the penitentiary for not more than five years, 
or may be fined $1,000, and imprisoned in the 

county jail for not more than one year. 

Mr. Louis Schissler, of counsel for the defense, 
made the opening argument on the defendant's 
side of the case. He restated the facts in the 
case, and brought out in strong light two or 
three points which Mr. King bad purposely over- 
looked, and denounced the chiet witness for the 
prosecution, John C. Wecker, as a boid, bad 
man. He dwelt jong upon the fact that when 
Weckler gave information that he had been 
bribed to Tease Moran, the latter cited Gribi 
and Patten for contempt of court, an 
after admitting a lot of hearsay evidence, which 
would not be tolerated in a court of justice, 
Gribler was sentenced to the County Jail for 
thirty days. About this juncture Judge Barnum 
interrupced him with an objection to the strict- 
ures upon the character of the evidence before 
Judge Moore, but as Mr. Scbissier said he in- 
tended to make that examination before Judge 
Moran a part of the defense, be was permitted 
to go On. 

Mr. O Brien took Mr. Schissier’s place for. a 
moment to explain that pothing was meant 
derogatory to the character of Judge Moran. 
Whatever might be said concerüm the case, 
there was no such intention, 

Mr. Schissier, continuing, made a very strong 
argument for bis client on the ground that he 
bad already been pun shed once for whatever 
offeuse he may huve committed, and contended 
that Judge Moran erred in citing Gribler for 
contempt, as whatever offense was committed 
was outside of the courtand jury rooms, and at 
best it was far-fetched constructive contempt. 
He further contended that no matter how Judge 
Moran chose to consider the matter, he shouid 
have heid Gribler over to the grand jury, uniess 
he intended, as he may bave done, to punish 
Gribler once and forall iu the sentence whica he 
im However that may have been, Gribier 
bad been bounded and reecuted. It was the 
custom of unsuccessful lawyers at the r to 
raise the hue and cry of jury bribing, after 
Gribier had been sent to jail a numberof these 
began bounding him, and brought about an in- 
dictment against him. For twenty months de 
failed to get a trial, and then the case was nvile 
prossed. The meu who had bounded him aroused 
public tadignation once again, and the result 
was yet auotber indictment against Gribier, and 
upon this he was now eon trial. At the conciu- 
sion of Mr. Schissier’s somewhat lengthy open-

JOHN C. WECKLER WAS CALLED TO THE 
WITNESS-STAND. 

Mr. King put the intertogatories on the direct 
examination. Weckler testified that be bad 
known Patten five or six years, first asa police- 
man; knew Gribler first in March, 1880, while 
acting asa juror ona special venire in Judge 
Moran's court, then in the old City-Hall buud- 
ing. Witness went into court Monday, March 1, 
and the Wednesday following was sworn in as a 
juror in the case of Samuel A. Freeman vs. The 
Chicago City Railway Company, which suit was 
just then coming to trial. The jury panel 
vom pleted, court was adjourned for 
the noon recess, and as witness 
came out’ onto Adams street he was 
accosted by Gribler, who appeared to know 
him, as be asked after family relatives and so 
on. He went tolunch with Gribler and a man 
named Taylor, and at the table conversation 
turned upon a case in which Adam J. Weckler, 
brother-in-law of the witness, was interested. 
Gribier said Adam might have won the case 
had he followed bis advice. Witness asked bow, 
and Gribler said the jury was fixed, and then 
in response to an inquiry as to how be knew 
this, made reply that he himself was instru- 
metital in doing it. Sbortly after this witness 
went to a mirror to rearrange his collar. Grib- 
ler followed and entered into a conversation 
with him about the case on trial, and about 
Patten. In the interviews with Patten a man 
named Johnson was generally present, and upon 
witness mentioning bis name, Gribler sand. 
Les, that's my partner.“ The conversation did 
not long continue, as witness said he did not 
care to transact such business before a third 
party, and in 80 publicaplace. The subsequent 
cor versation at the dinner table was unimpor- 
tant. The meal ended, Gribler invited witdess 
toaccompany bim to his office on Washington 
street, and on the way there purchased — Pty 
for the party. On the way back to the City-Hall 
Taylor was not iu the purty, and Gribler asked 
witness how much he would take to 
hang the jury. Witness thought that a 
somewhat difficult matter, and could not agree 
to do it unless he got mouey to tix the entire 
fury, or at least until one ether man besides 
himself had been tixed., He saw Gribler agalu 
next day about 3 p. m. on La Salle street in com- 
pany with Patten, and again for a third time on 
Friday a half block or so from his residence on 
Market street, near illinois. The jury brought 
in a verdict for the plaintiff at abodt 8 o'clock 
Friday evening, and between 8 and 9 o'clock a 
man called at witness’ house, but, accordi to 
instructions, Mrs. Weckier went to the door and 
said wituess was not at home. That man was 
Gribler. Patten and Gribier called seVerul 
times later in the night, but were refused an 
audience. 

This appeared to be about all the evidence 
concerging Gribler. and at the very first ques- 
tion tending to elicit 
WECKLER’S TESTIMONY CONCERNING PATTEN, 
who, it will be remembered, is not on trial, buta 
fugitive from justice, Mr. O'Brien objected.. He 
objected, he said, to any vonversation which 
Gribler was unable either to acknowledge or 
deny for the reason that he was not present 
when it took place, and he held that the Court 
must sustain his objection unless he frst 
satisfied himself that a case of con-, 
spiracy had been made out aguinst 
Gribler and the person whose conversation 
with the witness was thus to be introduced. He 
farther maintained that such a point must be 
passed upon by the Court ia the same manner as 
a dying deciaration, that is, the ju must be 
excluded, und the court pass upon declara- 
tion and its admissibility in evidence. He also 
anvounced that he was ready to show there wee 
no conspiracy, and declared himself able to 
cite competent authorities for the position he 
took. Unfortunately he did not have the au- 
thorities in court, = vad anticipated that 
the question would a 80 Carly. 

The Lour was late and, counsel on both sides 
acquiescing, court was adjourned until 
Monday morning. Judge Barnum was extremely 
explicit in bis instructions to the jury and the 
Bailiff in whose keeping they are to remain, and 
he entreated them if any one approached them 
for illicit purposes to acquaint him of it at their 


earliest opportunity. ‘

The most active 
stocks were Jersey Central, Western Union, 
Wabash, Erie, Kansas & Texas Texas Pacific, 
Denver, and Omaba. 

Ata of the Oregon & Transcontinen- 
in New York day Before yesterday 
it was decided to issue $4,000,000 of 6 per cent 
bonds on 200 miles of branch roads which bad 
been built and leased to the Northern Pacific 
Road at rentals which insured the payment of 6 
per cent fnterest on the bonds. About one-half 
the proceeds of these bonds is profit to the Ore- 
gon & Transcontinental ia the construction of 
the rdads. The are to be offered to stock- 
holders at 78, at which they seem to be an excel- 
lent investment. Nothing was done about a 
dividend, and nothing will be done until the 
ponds have been soid. 

The issue of these 6 per cent bonds by the Ore- 
gon & Transcontinental at 75 marks the new 
tendency in the prices of securities. The 6 per 
cent bonds of the Chicago, St. Louis & New York 
Road are being sold at 80. Securities are begin- 
ning tocompete for money. The more pros- 
perity there is the more certain the high-priced 
investment securities are to decline, because the 
more stocks and bonds will then be offered for 
sule. 

It is undoubtedly a fact that the clique have 
control of the market, and mold to their wishes 
and desires as one would fashion any ornament 
from a bali of putty. When it suits their con- 
venience a boom is had in particular stocks and 
others are depressed at will. In short, the mar- 
ket just now is wholly in the hauds of the ma- 
nipulators and their brokers, and will so re- 
main till such time as it suits the convenience 
or interest of the insiders to let go. 

It is said the Receiver of New Jersey Central 
has handed in his official report of the business 
and standing of the road to the authorities at 
Trenton, rumors of which have reached the 
street. All through these flush times of coal 
carrying and passenger traffic it has been found 
impossible to pay a dividend on the presentcap- 
italization, and the result is that those holding 
the etock are anxious to dispose of the same 
even atasacrifice. This feeling is intensified 
just at this time by the late steal of tide lands in 
New Jersey and rights of way thereto just 
passed over the Governor's veto, and the result 
is that people are becoming inquisitive as to the 
outcome of such monopolistic plundering. 

“A prominent broker says the future of this 
market is easily told, and consists simply in the 
operations of the clique, who are selling stocks 
when opportunity offers, but taking good care 
not to force too many shares on at once, as such 
action might precipitate the panic which is be- 
img only a little longer delayed. * 

The bull leaders say as serenely as ever that 
Lake Shore will sell at 120, Western Union at 
and Missouri Pacific at par befure 3 
Shrewd observers say that prices look toppy.“ 
but the people who have been right say the mar- 
ket is we in hand, and will have efficient sup- 
port as long as itis needed.

Vanderbilt 
is quoted as saying that after Lake Shore 
crossed 120 be might callin some stock and let 
the bears climb to cover.

The Directors of tha, Board of Trade yester- 
day resoived that the Neely warehouse is again 
“regular.” It is understood that no other ware- 
house matter was brought up, though a com- 
mittee was to have reported that the Danville 
corn was really hot when posved. 

There is apparently a good deal of misunder- 
standing in regard to the Neely wheat. Perhaps 
the matter will be better understood from the 
following statement: 

The Neely wheat was damaged by fire, and the 
receipts deciared not . for deliveries on 
contracts. 

In the process of adjusting „ by fire and 
water, Mr. Neely offered to take 7c per bu and 
guarantee to deliver No. 2 at his elevator to all 
bolders of his rece:pts. It was understood that 
the real damage was estimated not to exceed 3@ 
4c per bu. 

This offer was not accepted, the reason being 
that such receipts would not be regular. He then 
offered to take the receipts and deliver receipts 
for wheat io other houses on condition that the 
holders would pay him the additional cost of 
storage and expense of removing the grain to 
other houses.

CINCINNATI, March 24.—The week has u 
marked by sudden and disastrous foods the 
region tributary to Cineinnati, the effect of 
wut bas been plainly feit in business.

Cold- 
er weather, together with high winds, have 
checkod the rise in the Ohio River and kept it 
below flood bight. Farming operations will be 
checked, however, by the overflows on many 
small streams throughout Obio and Indiana. 

The money market continues close, and busi- 
ness-men find it necessary to restrict business 
for lack of money. Balances are exhausted, and 
banks have reached the limit of their allowance 
for discounts. re is still an active business 
in checking and de ting. Discount rates to 
customers are 6 and 7 and to outsiders 7 and 8 
per cent. Eastern exchange is bought and sold 
at 1-20 per cent roa 

In all lines of business there is still complaint 
of the slow coming of orders, with the excep- 
tion of staple groceries. These continue in act- 
ive demand, with generally increasing prices.
